There were many immigrants 
who refused to leave the island.

Asheville, N. C., June 14.—The presidential 
train arrived here at 11:40 this morning. 

The party was met at the depot by a lo- 

cal reception committee and the Asheville 
light infantry. 
The president was received by Mayor 
Rankin and E. P. McKissick, manager of 
the Battery Park hotel, to which the en- 
tire party was driven for luncheon. The 
streets were crowded and there were many 
decorations, including national flags by 
the hundreds. 

An unexpected incident developed this 
afternoon, when it became known by news- 
paper men accompanying the party that 
permission to enter Biltmore house, George 
W. Vanderbilt’s splendid mansion, had 
been refused to them while extended to 
other members of the party. 

Mr. Vanderbilt is abroad and his repre- 
sentative, Charles McNamee, is with him. 
In the absence of both, the estate is gov- 
erned by E. J. Harding, said to be an Eng- 
lishman by birth. When waited upon by 
the local committee of arrangements a 
day or two ago for permission for the 
president and party to enter Biltmore 
house, he objected strongly to receiving 
any members of the party other than the 


“president and his cabinet and the ladies 


with them. 

He even refused “permission to Manager 
McKissickh, of the Battery Park hotel, in 
charge of the party here, and in the course 


of conversation had with two members of 


the committee, said: 

Mr. Vanderbilt despises newspaper noto- 
riety and so do I.”’

Porter notified Mr. Harding that the pres- 
ident had authorized him to say that if 
newspaper men were barred from the man- 
sion, he would not step his foot inside the 
estate. 

This brought things to a crisis, and Mr. 
Harding capitulated with the best grace 
possible and the newspaper men were ad- 
mitted to the mansion on the same foot- 
ing as the president and the cabinet. 

Before going to Biltmore, Representative 


Pearsons persuaded Mr. McKinley to at- 


tend a meeting of colored people at the 
Young Men's Institute hall, the gift of 
G. W. Vanderbilt. The hall was filled with 
colored people, comprising the laboring 
classes, as well as local colored politicians 
and their wives and children. With Con- 
gressman Pearson at his side, he shook 
hands at a rapid rate for ten minutes with 
all who were presented to him. It was 
very warm work and presently the presi- 
dent called for air, and several colored 
men fanned him while the handshaking 
went on. 

At Biltmore the luxuries of the library 
were lingered over with special delight. 
Mrs. McKinley was given a handsome 
bouquet from Mr. Vanderbilt's conserva- 
tories as she left the chateau.

United States Will Assume the Ha- 
waiian Debt and Will Get the 
Crown Lands and Other Pos- 
sessions—Will Be 
Signed at Once. 

* 


Washington, June 14.—The sensation of 
the day in Washington is the very posi- 
tive assertion in high places that one of 
the early acts after his return from the 
south will be the president’s signature 
to a Hawaiian annexation treaty. That 
treaty, it is declared, has been prepared 
with the president’s approval, and the way 
for its ratification by the senate has been 
paved. 

The Hawaiian lobby has been active dur- 
ing this season, but it was not believed 
it had attained such success as this would 
indicate. 

The treaty was written and all its details 
were fully agreed upon before the presi- 
dent and Secretary Sherman left for the 
south. The treaty is on the general lines 
of the treaty negotiated during the ad- 
ministration of President Harrison and 
withdrawn by President Cleveland. 

It provides for annexation with- 
out the exaction of conditions on the part 
of the Hawalians as to the form of govern- 


ment to be vouchsafed to Hawali, leaving 


that question to be entirely disposed of by 
the United States, 

The United States will agree, however, 
to assume the debt of all Hawaiian crown 
islands and all possessions. 


Several senators have received definite 


information concerning the existence of 
the treaty, and are well acquainted with 
its terms, though they refuse to, discuss. 
the matter, having received the infor- 
mation in confidence. 82 8 

The knowledge of the treaty has been 
communicated to the committee on foreign 
relations and also to members of the 
finance committee. 

In the republican caucus the subject of 
the treaty had been hinted at, but in rather 
a vague manner. 

Senators asserted that there were in prog- 
Tress regotiations looking to annexation, 


but they would not aver that they knew 


a treaty had been drawn, nor would they 
give any assurance that it would soon be 


sent to the senate. 
Signatures Alone Are Wanted. 

In private conversation with other sen- 
ators, however, they gave information that 
was definite enough to satisfy those with 
whom they talked that the treaty was not 
only to be sent in, but that it was now 
already drawn and only awaiting the sig- 
nature of the officers of the two govern- 
ments to complete it. It is known that the 
approval of the committee on foreign re- 
lations is assured, as eight members of the 
committee have approved its terms. This 
will enable the committee to speedily re- 
port the treaty to the senate so that it 
may be taken up immediately after the 


tariff bill is disposed of. 

This has been canvassed to a certain 
extent by senators favoring annexation and 
while there are some senators who are 


non-committal, it is believed by the sup- 
porters of the proposition that they can 
count upon the two-thirds vote necessary 
to insure ratification. The special friends 
of the president about the senate say that 
the treaty has been made in accordance 
with his view and that it would have been 
sent in some time ago but for his exactions 
as to details. 

The present condition in Hawali, it is 
gaid, has much to do with the favorable 
consideration of the treaty of annexation. 
The present government of Hawaii and 
the people who support it are very much 
concerned about the Japanese situation. 
Private information received by Hawalians 
in this city is to the effect that Japan 
may at any time take some action looking 
to acquisition of the island. The advices 
officially received are of much the same 
tenor. The senfiment in the senate seems 
to be that Japan should in no way con- 
trol the island or get a foothold there. 
This argument has been used to prevent 
even notice of abrogation of the present 
treaty in the tariff bill. It ig said that 
such notice might be followed by Japanese 
occupation and the island could not be re- 
gained by the United States without a 
struggle In this connection it is learned 
that the comversations among the 
most prominent Japanese residents of Ha- 
wali, which have been reported to the 
representatives of the island in Washing- 
ton, have been of a threatening charac- 
ter, and that the American residents have 
more concern than has been shown in the 
published accounts. 

Officials at the state department stead- 
fastly refuse to make any statement as 
to the negotiations of a treaty providing 
for the annexation of Hawali, and at the

The Six-Hour Contest Series Opened 
Amid Enthusiasm. 


HOT BOXES, SPURTS AND FALLS 


The Boys Make the Bikes Reek and 
World’s Records Smashed. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE EXCITING SCRIMMAGES 


Con Baker Leads the Van, Parquett 
Second, Chapman Third—Lawson 
Enters Under Difficulties. 


Colonel Jack Prince made a ten-strike 
when he hit upon the idea of inaugurating 
the six-hour race. Last night was the 
first time it has ever been tried in the 
south and it caught the crowd. 

The race is run in six heats and every 
heat is a race; One heat of one hour is 
run on each night and on Saturday night 
the man who has won the most points gets 
first money and so on down the line to 
the last one. 

There are twelve men in the race and 
every man gets as Many points each night 
as he beats men. 

The riders are paced by a fast tandem 
team, and so successful did it work last 
night that the world’s record for one hour 
was broken. The record was up to last 
night twenty-four mes and one lap, but 
last night the wond Du Con Baker made 
twenty-four miles and five laps. 

The Exciting Race Last Night. 

The great object of the six-hour race is, 
of course, to get the next place behind the 
tandem, and the men fought for it all 
the way through. When the pistol fired 
the whole dozen speed-makers flew after 
the tandem like their lives depended on 
getting to it first. 

Con Baker was fast enough to get in 
the lead, and on the third lap, as the 
tandem dashed by him he swung in behind 
it and got the coveted position. 

The five miles were made in 11:35. 

Just after the five miles was passed John 
Chapman dashed to the front, and after 
a lap or two he caught the tandem. 

Chapman swung to the machine in such 
great shape that the riders did not seem 
to have the courage to try to oust him and 
he was still in the first place when the ten- 
mile mark was passed in 23:37 2-5. 

Chapman’s riding was by all odds the 
best done on the track and while hé came 
in third he would very likely have won out 
if he had not fallen on the last lap. 

With Barry in the lead the fifteen-mile 
mark was passed in 35:43. First one man 
would dash to the front and then another. 
After long fightirig Barry got the wheel, 
when Stockin, who was thought to be 
dead, came up on a beautiful spurt. 

Jack Prince announced through the meg- 
aphone that they had fifteen more min- 
utes to go and that ninetcen miles and one 
lap had been cewvered. At this point the 
Swede got a hot box and had to change

wheels. It was done in a moment and b 


was out after the bunch. 
The twefity-mile mark was passed in 
48:38 and they were all going at a terrible 


pace. 

As the bell clanged for the last lap the 
mass of riders flew past the stand one 
confused mass of glittering color. The 
royal purple led and behind it came the 
misty rainbow of speeding color. On the 
back stretch Chapman fell, but the rid- 
ers all went clear of him and no one else 
was thrown. Around the curve came the 
flying mass, and like a flash of lightning 
the race was over. a

SENATOR HOAR MAKES DEFENSE 


Lindsay’s Amendment to Sugar Sched- 


ule Under Consideration. 


WO VOTE REACHED ON THE QUESTION 


Palmetto State Senator Kept the Gen- 
tleman from Massachusetts Guess- 
ing at a Lively Rate. 


Washington, June 14—S%ain today 
Aid Senator Tillman take occasion 
to point out to the senate that unless some 
attention is paid to the charges on ques- 
tionable practices and corruption in con- 
nection with the sugar schedule, the sen- 
ate would stand convicted in the eyes of 
the American people. 

“You cannot hide behind the senatorial] 
toga and feel safe,“ he declared in fervid 
tones. 

Senator Hoar had taken occasion to lec- 
ture Tillman. He took the occasion in 
connection with his resolution providing 
for a commission to investigate the cost 
of production of sugar. In his lecture he 
Was as emphatic and impressive as he 
can be and Tillman was expected to be 
squelched. 

But somehow he wouldn't squelch. He 
referred to the charges made by reputable 
correspondents over their own signatures 
and he declared emphatically that he be- 
leved the charges that somebody, acting 
Ostensibly as attorney or in some other 
way, had accepted bribes from the sugar 
trust. Until the charges were investigated, 
said he, the stigma would rest upon the 
senate. 

Mr. Allison, in charge of the bill, made 
another speech in defense of the schedule, 
presenting labels which he declared proved 
thag the sugar refiners received less pro- 
tection under the senate schedule than un- 
a@@ the existing law. 

Mr. Pettigrew spoke at length in favor 
Qf his amendment to place on the free list 
articles controlled by trusts, severely ar- 
raigning the various large trusts. 

Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, urged legal pro- 
pedure against trusts. 

Mr. Lindsay offered an amendment to 
place all sugars on the same basis. 
Was rejected—26 to 29. Mr. McEnery, of 
Louisiana, voting with the republicans in 
tho negative and Senators Pettigrew and 
—" with the democrats in the affirma- 

ve, 

When the tariff bill was taken up Mr. 
Allison obtained an agreement that the 
daily session of the senate begin at 11 a. m. 
on and after Wednesday next. This was 
conditional on the fact that the senate 
adjourn in the afternoon at 6. 

Mr. Allen then reverted to the colloquoy 
last Saturday, in whieh he held it was 
right to take legal steps to dissolve the 
sugar trust: He argutd that injunction, 
quo warranto and other legal processes be 
invoked against the trust. Mr. Allen next 
spoke in favor of abrogating the Hawaiian 


y. 
Mr. Pettigrew, of South Dakota, follow- 
ed in support of his amendment proposing 
that articles made by a trust be put on the 
free list. He asserted that it was a serious 
question how the present “government by 
the trusts and for the trusts’’ could be 
thrown off. There were trusts in sugar, 
oil, glass, steel, crockery and all other great 
stapies, stifling competition and setting up 
the rule of monopoly. No tariff bill would 
be successful, he said, without some de- 
fense of the people against the trusts and 
such a bill would meet with popular com- 
mendation. As a protectionist, he offered 
this amendment, believing with it the tar- 
iff bill could be defended against assault. 


Lindsay’s Amendment. 


When Mr. Pettigrew concluded the sen- 
ate was brought back to the pending 
amendment by Mr. Lindsay to strike out 
the distinction as to Dutch standard, in 
the first paragruph of the sugar schedule, 
Piacing all sugars on an equality, at 1 
cent per pound and 3-100 cents additional 
for every degree above 75. The amend- 
ment was defeated. 

Mr. Hoar, of Massachusetts, offered his 
amendment for the appointment by the 
president of a commission of five members 
to investigate the subject of sugar pruduc- 
tion and me best means of suppiy.ng tne 
American Market at the least cost. he 

he raising ot revenue from

Tillman’s Deepest Respect. 

Mr. Tillman then answered Mr. Hoar. 
He said he had the deepest respect for 
the integrity of the senator from Massa- 
chusetts, but perhaps he had become cal- 
lous in his long service, as was indicated by 
the statement that the people of both par- 
ties treated with contempt the statements 
that there was irregularity in making the 
sugar schedule. But, said, Mr. Tillman, 
when published statements were made that 
senators in touch with sugar barons, when 
circumstantial evidence was at hand chat 
a huge monopoly levied tribute on the 
public; that the American people were help- 
less inthe grasp of this octopus, then it 
was strange indeed that any senator should 
assert that the ple treat with contempt 
these charges. n the contrary, he declar- 
ed, the people wanted an investigation; 
they wanted the honor of the senate vindi- 
cated or the men who slandered it pun- 
ished. For that reason, Xr. Tillman said, 
he had contemplated an amendment to 
Mr. Hoar’s proposition so that the com- 
mission would not only inquire into the 
mere machinery of sugar making, but also 
“whether the sugar trust has used undue 
means to control legislation, and to get 
at the root of how it is and why it is that 
the American senate cannot touch sugar 
without getting contaminated.“ 

Turning to the South Carolina senator 
Mr. Hoar said there were some men who 
seemed to think that down beneath the 
body of the people there was a great mass 
of seething people eager for extremes. He 
knew through and through the character, 
purpose and opinions of the men who get 
their living from the farms and factories 
of Massachusetts. He had sprung from a 
yeoman; his associations had been with 
them and he knew what they were think- 
ing about. 


“They are,“ he proceeded impressively, 


‘a simple, sincere, honest, Ifberty-loving, 
God-fearing men. They think no evil and 
the appeal to vile passions falls on deaf 
ears with them.“ 

“Will the senator permit me,” broke in 
Mr. Tillman. 

Mr. Hoar went on without pausing. 

“The men who make uß the farms and 
the. fact re the same the country 
over, he said. ir kinsmen have turned 
westward, build! up a new empire there, 
a large and a re glorious New England, 
and I hold that to the great body of these 
people these charges are not only prepos- 
terous, but infamous.“ 

Mr. Tiilman again was ready with a re- 
ply. “As to the seething mass of ignorance 
as the senator from Massachusetts had 
designated the masses.“ said Mr. Tillman, 
but the Massachusetts senator promptly 
interrupted him. 

“I deny that statement,” said Mr. Hoar. 
1 said just the contrary and my state- 
ment is perverted.” 

Talks Back to Hoar. 

‘Very well,“ answered Mr. Tillman, “‘you 
are the last man I would be willing to mis- 
represent to his face.“ 

He knew, he said, that the only thing in- 
famous in this transaction, in the view of 
the people, was the refusal to investigate 
and these efforts to hide behind the sena- 
torial toga. “Public charges have been 
made that bribery was abroad in connec- 
tion with this subject, and unless you in- 
vestigate you stand convicted,“ asserted 
the senator. 

After this diverting incident the senate 
came back to the bill and Mr. Lindsay 
moved to strike 195-1000 and insert 1 8-10 
cents as the rate on sugar. 

This drew from Mr. Allison an animated 
defense of the paragraph. The senate 
paragraph differed from the original 
house provision, he said, in only one par- 
ticular, viz, the substitution of 7.9 for 
1.875, which difference amounted to only 
7% cents per hundred pounds. He asserted 
that the ascending scale of 3-100 cents on 
each degree above 75 was not an excessive 
benefit to the refiner. 

Mr. Allison referred to the fact that the 
committee had pursued very largely the 
course of the democratic finance commit- 


tee. 

Mr. Tillman then came in with the re- 
mark: 

Do you emulate or imitate the villainies 
indulged in by your democratic colleagues 
three years ago?“ 

1 did not indulge in epithets. I did not 
say villainy.““ answered Mr. Allison. 

„No; I said it,“ responded Mr. Tellman. 

The bill was laid aside without a vote 
on the pending Lindsay amendment and 
at 6:10 o’clock the senate held an executive 
session, adjourning soon after. 


Report on Senator Tillman’s Bill. 
Washington, June 14.—Senator Tillman 
from the committee on interstate commerce 


today submitted a report on his bill for 


the amendment of the Wilson bill cover- 
ing the commerce in liquor between the 


states. 

This bil is intended to legalize; the 
South Carolina dispensary and the report 
made today says its enactment in view of 
the recent decision of Judge Simonton ts 
necessary to protect the state from the 
evilg of intemperance. The report also 
says: 

„If the state of South Carolina is to 
de flooded, as it will be, by liquors under 
the pretext that they are private when, in 
fact, they are for-sale without analysis, it 
is readily seen what obstacles are thrown 
in the way of state control.” 

The conclusion is drawn that no remedy 
is left for restricting. intemperance except 
prohibition, and that is pronounced a fail- 
ure.

WAS AN INVALID MANY YEARS 


Served His State in Many Offices and 
Was Loyal To Every 
: Trust,

Griffin, Ga, June 14—(Special.)—At an 
early hour this morning Colonel David J. 
Bailey, Sr., one of Griffin's most distin- 
guished citizens, died at his home in west 
Griffin, after being confined to his bed for 
more than seven weeks. 

On the 12th of May, 1890, Colonel Bailey 
was stricken and for many weeks his life 
was despaired of, but with unusual strength 
for one of his years, he rallied, though he 
has never left his bed since. 

Several times during this period he has 
been very low, but always his great vital 
force and wonderful recuperative powers 
won the day. 

Colonel Bailey’s distinction was not con- 
fined to the state by any means. He took 
@ prominent part in the counsels of the 
secession convention, and for several years 
represented his state in the national assem- 
bly. He was a big-hearted, broad-minded 
gentleman of the old school, one whose 
courtliness and culture was proverbial. 
Naturally a man of great physical activity, 
the patience and fortitude with which he 
bore his affliction in the last years of his 
life was wonderful. His end came peace- 
fully and his passing was like the sweet 
sleep of a little child. 

David Jackson Bailey. was born at Lex- 
ington, Oglethorpe county, on May 11, 1812. 
His parents moved to Georgia early in the 
century from Petersburg, Va., and settled 
on a large plantation in that section. He 
received his education from a private tu- 
tor his father engaged to teach his chil- 
dren. 5 

At the age of fifteen his father moved 
to Florida, where the family lived for two 
years. His mother died there and they re- 
turr@jd to Georgia, settling in Talbot coun- 
ty. It was here that he adopted the law 
as his profession and began the study of 
{t. At the age of nineteen he was admit- 
ted to the bar by a special act of the leg- 
islature, together with Robert Toombs and 
Daniel Campbell. He settled tn Butts coun- 
ty and began his practice. 

Before he was twenty-one years old, and 
over his protest, he was elected to represent 
Butts county in the legislature, but could 
not serve, as his age disqualified him. He 
was subsequently elected and served two 
terms ag the represe:tative of that county, 
declining a third election to be a candidate 
for secretary of the senate, an office to 
which he was elected. He appointed as his 
assistant secretary Justice Jackson, of the 
supreme court. 

He served in both the Seminole 
Creek wars, being first lieutenant. 

He was a member of the secession con- 
vention and took a prominent part in the 
deliberations of that body. At the out- 
break of the civil war he enlisted and was 
commissioned colonel of the Thirtieth Geor- 
gia regiment. Shortly after entering the 
service he was unfitted for duty by sick- 
ness and returned home. 

In 1861 he moved to Griffin from Jackson, 
Butts county, where he has since resided. 
He represented his state in congress three 
terms, making an enviavie record for him- 
self. His last public service was in 1886 67, 
when, at the solicitation of the voters of 
Spalding, he consented to represent them 
in the legislature. At that time the county 
was torn with dissentions over the prohibi- 
tion question, but all parties harmonized 
on him. His last public service was in the 
interest of the party that had held his al- 
legience for more than half a century, and 
his only motive then was to harmonize its 
warring factions. It is a singular fact 
that with one single exception every time 
he received a position of public trust, it 
was in obedience to spontaneous and un- 
Solicited demand from his fellow citizens. 

Colonel Bailey was married on the ith 
of May, 1841, to Miss Susan Grantland, 
daughter of Hon. Seaton Grantland, of 
Milledgeville, Ga. They have had twelve 
children, six of whom, with his wife, sur- 
vive him. They are Mrs. A. H. Voorhis, 
San Francisco, Cal.; Mrs. C. H. Tebeault, 
New Orleans, La.; Captain Seaton Grant- 
fand, Mrs. M. B. Fowler, F. G. Bailey and 
D. J. Bailey, Jr., of this city. 

Colonel Bailey was a member of St. 
George's Episcopal church, having joined 
soon after Bishop Beckwith’s death. It 
was While Georgia had no bishop and Bish- 
op Weed, of Fiorida, came here to of- 
ficiate at the confirmation. His funeral 
will occur tomorrow afternoon at 4 o'clock. 
The remains will be buried here.

Columbus, Ga., June 14.—(Special.)—The 
federal court for the western division of 
the northern district of Georgia convened 
here this morning, Judge Newman presid- 
The session was a short one, the court 
adjourning this afternoon. The most im- 
portant matter that came up was the ap- 
plication on the part of the American 
Trust dnd Banking Company, trustee for 
the Eagle and Phenix bondholders, through 
its attorney, L. F. Garrard, that Judge 
Newman sign a decree foreclosing their 
mortgage. This would have brought abeut 
a sale of the mills to satisfy the mort- 
gage. Judge Newman would not render 
the decree, however. 

The application recited the fact that the

DRUGGISTS MAKE COMPLAINT 


Will Appear Before Tax Committee 
and Ask for License Reduction. 


This week will be a busy one with at 
least two of the council committees—the 
tax committee and the police committee. 
The tax committee will hold a meeting to- 
morrow and hear citizens on the new tax 
ordinance, and the police committee will

The druggists of the city wil? appear be- 
fore the tax committee and make a formal 
complaint to the effect that they are re- 
quired to pay too much license and they 
will ask for a reduction. The druggists 
pay four license fees and they declare it is 
too much under the present era of dull 
business. The licenses required of most of 
the druggists are for selling drugs, cigars, 
cigarettes and soda water—four different 
fees, amounting to $135 per annum. 

The druggists claim they are taxed too 
much and they think some of the charges 
should be reduced or remitted entirely. 
The same.complaint has. been heard from 
business men in other lines. It has been 
the rule for the tax committee and council 
to charge several rates on lines of busi- 
ness in the same store. many places being 
required to take out from three to eight 
licenses. This practice is coming in for a 
share of criticism and the druggists may 
not be alone in their objection to. being 
required to pay several fees.

“The republicans promised to maintain 


‘the gold standard until foreign nations join 


This does not require any at- 
firmative action, except as the attempt to 
secure international bimetallism, and the 
administration has sent a commission 
abroad to consult other nations in regard 
to a conference. : 

“It seems to me that the republicans are 
doing upon the money question all that 
could be expected of them. It is probable 
that the administration will recommend, a 
commission to consider the question of re- 
tiring the greenbacks, and I think it is also 
probable that the commissin will be select- 
ed to report in favor of retiring the green- 
backs. 

The republicans did not during the cam- 
paign promise to retire the greenbacks, 
but there is no doubt that the republican 
leaders desire to do 80.“ 

Have your observations upon the sub- 
ject of hard times led you to believe that 
they are improving?” was asked. 

“So far as I have been able to see,” said 
Mr. Bryan, there has been no general im- 
provement in business conditions. The 
failures reported weekly do not differ ma- 
terlally in number from those reported 4 
year ago, and bank failures have been 
more numerous since the election than they 
were before.“

I 
earnestly request that all the committees 
report; also ask that all persons interested 
in having the fair held in Atlanta will meet 
with the committee tomorrow. If the 
amount is not raised Atlanta will not have 
the state fair.

At 10 o' clock this morning the fate of the 
state fair will be decided. If the remainder 
of the $14,500 is raised the fair will be held. 
If the money is not forthcoming, the fair 
will not he held. Chairman Thompson is 
anxious that every one interested in the 
fair be present at the meeting this morn- 
ing. He wants to give the fair a fair 
chance, as it is to be the last. 

The general sate fair committee, of which 
Mr. Joseph Thompson is chairman, met 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o’clock in room 
104 of the Kimball to discuss their reports, 
which will be nade this morning to the 
State Agricultural Scclety. There was 
much enthusiasm expressed at the meeting 
by the committee, but the reports made 
by the individual members were not en- 
couragirg. : 

One or two of them were free in saying 
that they had found that the people of 
the city did not want the fair and had 
therefore refused to subscribe to the pro- 
ject. So far only $7,700 of the $14,500 nec- 
essary to secure the fair has been sub- 
scribed and unless the balance is put up 
by 10 o’clock thie morning the fair will 
not be held in Atlanta this year. 

There are six committees and the rail- 
roads yet to be heard from. however, and 
it is possible that they will make up the 
necessary amount. When Atlanta first 
asked for the fair the State Agricultural 
Society announced that it would be held 
here provided that $14,500 could be raised 
among the people of the city by June 15th.

BOARD RECOGNIZES THE FACT 


Judge Candler Says the Offi cers Are 
Subject To Fine. 


SOME TRIALS OF POLICEMEN BY BOARD

At a meeting of the police board last 
night it was developed that every mem- 
ber of the entire police department was 
violating a state law by carrying con- 
cealed weapons.

citizen.

It was said that in many cities where 
there is a state law regulating the car- 
rying of pistols the policemen kept theirs 
buckled on the outside of their coats. 

The matter was discussed very fully. 

Commissioner Brotherton said he was 
afraid if the news got out many of the 
policemen would be prosecuted by persons 
who hdd a spite against them. 

The matter will be presented to the 
city council and a special act will be 
asked at the hands of the legislature al- 
lowing police officers to carry pistols 


concealel. 
The fact that Judge Candler had been 


communicated with on the subject showed 
that it had presented iself in a most se- 
rious aspect, and the further fact that the 
judge had not hesitated to say ha he would 
feel compelled, under the law, to fine 
every police officer brought before him 
on the charge, made the matter more se- 


rioug still. 
Some Trials of Policemen. 
The police beard found itseif tangled up 
in a lot of trials of police officers last 


night. 

This grew out of an appeal which was 
made by Patrolman W. +’. Whitley, who 
had been suspended by Chief Connolly for 


talking on his beat. 

Whitley was suspended on a report made 
by Acting Sergeant Shepherd. He thought 
he had been unjustly trated and wished the 


board to give him redress. 

In the course of his statement Whitley 
remarked that Shepherd talked to a citizen 
while on duty and he had the citizen there 
as a witness. , 

„Hold on there,” exclaimed Chairman 
Erglish. “Shepherd is not on trial. Why 
didn’t you report Shepherd before he re- 
ported you? Chief Connolly, make oue 
charges against Shepherd, and also anoth- 
er charge against’ Whitley for failing to 
report on Snepherd.”’ 

Whitley said he didn’t report because 
he might lose his job. 

It was decided to go on with the Whit- 
ley investigation ard to let the Shepherd 
cuse go over to another meeting. 

In executive session the board decided to 
sustain the suspension of Whitley. 

Charges were brought up against Patrol- 
man M. W. Jolly for slapping Josh Cal- 
loway while he was under arrest, and at 
the same time charges were preferred 
against Patrolmen Estes and Te ry for 
fuiling to report what Jolly had done. Jolly 
pleaded guilty and made a brief statement 
about Calloway striking his little boy. In 
secret session the commissioners decided to 
reprimand Jolly and Terry, and to exon- 
erate Estes, as the prisoner was not in his 
charge. 

Two or three months ago Detective Dave 
Looney slapped Will Harp while the latter 
was under arrest and the board had taken 
no action about the matter. It was agrecd 
that Looney should be reprimanded. 

Patrolman C. P. Martin was charged with 
going to sleep while on duty. He pleaded 
guilty and proved that he was sick before 
he went on duty. The board suspended him 
for thirty days. 

Patrolman J. E. Chandler, who had been 
suspended for talking on his beat, appealed 
to the board and wanted te prove that 
he had not been talking. He was seen with 
two other policemen at the opera house. 
A vote was taken and there was a tie, so 
the suspension stood. 

The board instructed the chairman to 
buy four bicycles as a starter and to have 
four men mounted on wheels at once. Two 
vill patrol Peachtree, one Pryor street. 
and the fourth will be kept as a special 
call man, 

Commissioner Johnson offered a resolu- 
tion calling for the appointment of a 
special committee of two to hear all appeals 
made to the board for suspensions for 
talking on the beats.

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TAX PAYERS MAY PAY 


City Books Are Open Now for the 
Second Installment. 


OFFICIALS EXPECT $100,000 


The Third and Last Installment of 
One-Half Will Be Due in 
September. 


Today the second installment of <ity 
taxes will be payable. The collection 
period will continue for fifteen days and 
during that time the city officials expect 
to take in more than 3100, 000 from tax- 
payers. 

For several days the city hall officiais 
have been making preparations for the 
collection and when the doors are opened 
tau morning citizens will find that the 
officials are ready to receive tneir money 
and hand out proper receipts in rapid 
order. 

The citizen paying his taxes is first en- 
tertained in the tax assessors’ office, 
where he is toid what the amount of his 
taxes are and then invited to step across 
the hall to the tax collector’s office. in 
ane meantime a receipt to be signed by 
the tax collectur is shot across the hall in 
little buckets and the taxpayer waits for 
the calling out of his name, when he puts 
down his money and gets his receipt. 

So both the tax assessors’ and tax col- 
lector’s office will present busy scenes dur- 
ing the remainder of this month and the 
othctais and clerks will return to hard work 
after a partial respite of several weeks. 
After the end of the second installment 
period the offices will quiet down again 
until September, when the third and last 
collection of taxes will be made. 

The present period is the collection of 
one-quarter of taxes and the September 
collection will be one-half, the remaining 
quarter having been collected three montns 
ago. Quite a number of citizens called at 
tne city hall yesterday ready to pay taxes, 
but were told that the books will not be 
opened until this morning. Citizens have 
the option of paying one-quarter now of 
paying taxes for the whole year. 


THE WEATHER. 


The warm wave continues unabated over 
the greater portion of the country, ex- 
cept in the northeast, where about sea- 
sonable temperatures prevailed during the 
day. At the local station the minimum 
temperature reached % degr degrees 
higher than any recorded on June Ith, 
since 1879. The highes temperature on this 
date before was 92 degrees in 1879 and 
1880. There were a few local thermome- 
ter in the gulf states during the afternoon 
which reduced current temperatures slight- 
ly. At “Sontgomery the temperature 
dropped from ¥8 degrees during the after- 
noon to 76 degrees at about 6:30 p. m., 
while in Atlanta the temperature at the 
same hour was 91 degrees. While there 
is no permanent relief in sight, there is 
pretty sure to some of a temporary 
character early this 1 or by the 
afternoon at the furthest. Th 
conditions were quite in evidence last night 
and in their march to the northeastward 
some rain and cooler weather is looked 
for in this locality. 

A ridge of high barometer covered the 
states from the lower lakes;to the south 
Atlantic and_east gulf states. To the west 
of the Mississippi the pressure was below 
the average, being lowest to the west of 
the Dakotas. These conditions from the 
positions they occupy are excellent breed- 
ers of warm weather. There were scat- 
tered showérs in the northwest and in the 
southern positions of the west if states, 
but at no station was the rainfall of any 
consequence. The weather was clear at 
seattered Tations, but Cloudiness was 
quite general over the country. fore- 
cast for today is thunderstorms.

paying for goods are higher than they 
can really afford to pay, otherwise bus- 
iness and trade would be brisk, if not 
specially profitable. But when the new 
tariff law has the effect of stimulating 
the piling up of stocks to be held gor 
higher prices (as it is sure to do) it is 
leading manufacturers to their own un- 
doing. Already we see what influence 
the bare prospect of the bill has had in 
stimulating importations of goods like- 
ly to be affected by the tariff. Vast 
cargoes have been brought from abroad, 


-and these will come more or less 


directly into competition with the goods 
the manufacturers will produce. This 
competition, and the fact that the value 
of the dollar is constantly increasing 
will have the effect to depress the price 
of goods below the level at which they 
are now held; and so the addition to 
the unsalable stocks can only result in 
serious difficulties for those who are 
led to believe that a tariff law can make 
prices higher when they are already 
higher than the people are able to pay. 

The final effect of the republican tar- 
iff law, therefore, will be to make times 
harder in all lines of trade. Yet its po- 
litical effect will be very happy. It will 
show the people, especially the manufac- 
turers, that protection for protection’s 
sake is a fraud that does violence to 
both justice and common honesty. It 
will open their eyes to the fact «hat 
when our currency system is out of gear, 
the tariff is inoperative; and a tariff 
that is inoperative possesses no claims 


| for those who advocate protection sole- 


ly for selfish and personal reasons. The 
new bill will show the workingmen 
and wage-earners that a protective tar- 
iff does not promote their interests. 
Therefore, it may be said that the Mc- 
Kinley administration will accomplish 


at least one good and desirable result. 


It will open the eyes of the people to 
the folly and fraud of protection for 
protection’s sake. As for the manufac- 
turers, who have been so busily en- 
gaged in arranging the amount of spoils 
they propose to exact from the public, 
they will no doubt be surprised when 
they find that they have prepared for 
themselves a Barmecide feast. Their 
surprise will be worth something if it 
shall induce them to turn their atten- 
tion to the real cause of their troubles 


Ask any prominent 
and he will tell vou 


“Tet us have reform,” they said, and 
nominated for governor the man Tan- 
ner, one of the most unscrupulous bood- 
lers to be found in all the land. And now 
they are eating the bitter fruits of their 
folly.

We regret that corruption has won 
in Illinois, but we do not sympathize 
very heartily with the people who chose 
Tanner in place of Altgeld.

Death of Hon. D. J. Bailey. 
The death of Hon. D. J. Bailey, of 
Griffin, which occurred yesterday, re- 
moves from life one of the oldest and 
most distinguished public men in Geor- 


* gia. 


Almost two generations ago, as life 
is counted, Mr. David J. Bailey was a 
leading figure in Georgia politics, and 
wielded an influence which years has 
not been able to efface. He mixed in 
public affairs at a time when a high 
plane of integrity and dignity was oc- 
cupied by public men, and among his 
distinguished confreres he stood pre- 
eminent as a man of sterling worth and 
indomitable will.

UPHOLDS THE GUARD. 


Colonel Cook Says Guard No. 1 Did 
His Duty. 

Young Cicero Hopkins, who was stabbed 
by one of the guards at Fort McPherson 
Saturday night, is having trouble with his 
wounded leg. 

He is in bed at his home on Fort street, 
and when visited by a Constitution reporter 
yesterday, was in great pain. 

The bayonet entered the calf of the leg 
and cut one of the main leaders. It is 


almost impossible for the boy to move the 


limb at all. While the wound is not serious 
it will keep the boy in bed several weeks 
and will be a sore loss to his mother, whois 
dependant on him for her support. Mrs. 
Hopkins said yesterday that she was going 
to see her attorney and have a warrant 
taken out for the soldier for stabbing.

the Superior Court Yesterday. 
HAS NEVER BEEN DECIDED 


Conductor Poole Certioraries His Case 
from the Justice Court. 


APPEAL IS ALLOWED BY JUDGE LUMPKIN 


Case Is One in Which Every Electric 
Car Conductor in the State Is 
Interested. 


Is the monthly wages paid street car 
conductors subject to garnishment by 
creditors? 

As often as the mooted question has been 
asked in the courts no decision has ever 
been rendered and many of the conductors 
have been harrassed with writs of garnish- 
ment and threatened law suits. 

A test case is now to be made and it 18 
quite sure that the question will go to 
the supreme court before the end is reach- 
ed. The case now pending was filed by 
Colonel A. H. Cox and Maddox & Terrell 
and comes in the nature of a certiorari 
from the justice court of Judge Biood- 
worth. The appeal was signed yesterday 
by Judge Lumpkin and the hearing will 
come up in a few days in the superior 
court. 

Several days ago a writ of garnishment 
Was issued against the Atlanta Consoli- 
dated Street Railway Company. The plain- 
tiffs in the case, Edmundson & Seay Bros., 
of LaGrange, desired to know whether or 
not the company held any funds due Con- 
ductor J. E. Toole. The answer of the 
company to the garnishment was that 
more funds than the amount named in the 
garnishment was on hand. 

Conductor Toole then filed a claim to the 
money, alleging that his wages were ex- 
empted from garnghment. This claim 
made the issue and the case was heard for 
trial before Justice of the Peace Blood- 
worth. Toole testified that he was a con- 
ductor of the company; that his duties 
were such as to require a large amount of 
physical labor, such as holding the trolley 
the winding of the 
brakes on the * of the car, the changing 
of the trolley the terminus of the line, 
the helping on and off of lady passengers 
and the collecting of fares. He sai is 
hands were often blistered on account of 
the rough work. This tesBmony was made 
to show that the position of conductor on 
an electric street car was manual labor. 

When this testimony had been heard, 
however, Judge Bloodworth allowed the 
judgment and the case was then carried to 
the superior court on a certorari. For 
many years the question of garnishment 
has been undecided. Tne supreme court 
long ago decided that the wages of a la- 
borer were not subject to garnishment, 
but the construction of the word labor has 
never deen accurately decided and 
consequently many suits have been filed 
trusting to the constructions of that one 
word for a verdict. 

The question is one in which every street 
car conductor in the state is interested 
and the case will be vigorously fought by 
both sides. The supreme court has decided 
that the wages of a street car motorman 
are not subject to garnishment, but the 
other question regarding the wages of con- 
ductors has never been passed upon. 

Conductor Toole is well known in the 
city, having once been an attorney. The 
debt for which the garnishment was issued 
is said to be an old claim, but it has given 
rise to an opportunity for the legal fight 
and has furnished an ample basis for the 
test case to be made. The certiorart was 
allowed and signed yesterday morning by 
Judge Lumpkin. 


CONCLUDING ARGUMENT MADE 


JUDGE LUMPKIN HEARS THE 
PARK DRIVEWAY ISSUE. 


After All the Evidence and Affidavits 
Were Introduced He Took Ques- 
tion Under Consideration.

have ample means to carry the scheme 
through.

FRIENDS FIGHT FOR HONORS 


POSTOFFICE CLERKS CONTEST FOR 
A DELEGATE’S PLACE. 


After Twenty-Three Ballots and a 
Lively Contest the Union Settles 
the Question. 7 


The most exciting sort of contest has 
been on in the Atlanta union of the Na- 
tional Association of Postoffice Clerks for 
supremacy between two factions desiring 
to elect a delegate to the national conven- 
tion of that organization for over two 
weeks past. | 

The contest was a freindly one and for 
that reason it has caused a vast deal of 
excitement among the clerks. It came to 
an end Sunday afternoon after the union 
had exhausted two meetings in trying to 
elect a delegate and after twenty-three 
ballots had been taken, the forces being 
so divided that no election resulted until 
it began to appear as if the union would 
vote all summer. 

The election finally resulted in the se 
lection of Mr. James B. McCutcheon as 
delegate to the convention, which is to be 
held in Baltimore, Md., in September 
next. He was strongly supported by a 
majority of the clerks in the office, mem- 
bers of the association, but during the 
meeting held Sunday before last and for 
a time last Sunday he could not muster 
the necessary two-thirds majority, and 
failed of election until many ballots had 
been taken. 

Mr. McCutcheon is one of the best known 
and most popular clerks in the office and 
his selection is approved by all of the 
members of the union, his opponent and 
his friends making Mr. McCutcheon’s 
election unanimous on the twenty-third 
ballot. The delegate has been employed 
in the postoffice for several years and he 
is thoroughly familiar with every branch 
of the work, and will be able to ably rep- 
resent his union at the coming convention, 
having been a member of the union some 
time.

THEY ARGUE FOR IMPROVEMENT 


Prefer the Viaduct to a Grade Crossing 
at Alabama. 


THAT TRACK LOWERING PROJECT AGAIN 


Southern and Nasville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis Civil Engineers in- 
vestigating the Scheme.

They Prefer the Viaduct. 


It is thought the agitation of the Ala- 
bama street grade crossing question has 
stirred up the citizens of the southern sec- 
tion of the first ward and they are again 
taking up the viaduct question, taking the 
position that the Alabama street grade 
Crossing will do them no good and that 
it wiil not solve the problem of west side 
inlet and outlet across the railroad tracks. 
They say the Mitchell street viaduct is 
the proper thing to put the first ward in 
ciose connection with the business seciion 
of the city and 
those residing in the southern part of the 
ward fear that if the grade crossing is 
made that it will result in the abandonment 
of the viaduct project by the railroad com- 
panies and the city and that Mitchell 
street will be left just as it is. 

The delegation which called on Mr. Camp 
represented a great many citizens and 
property owners of the first ward and they 
urged Mr. Camp, their representative in 
council, to continue the agitation of the 
viaduct question and use every means in 
hig power to secure favorable action for 
that project at the hands of the council. 

Among those who called on Mr. Camp 
@re Citizens Cox, Shelton and Shepherd, 
All of whom assured the councilman that 
the citizens of the first ward want the via- 
duct and they asked him to do what he 
can to secure it for them. 

As heretofore announced in The Consti- 
tution, Mr. Camp has decided to introduce 
a resolution in the council taking steps

of the first ward. It is known that the 
railroads will strenuously object to this 
project and an interesting contest is likely

Considering Track Lowering Scheme. 


Tn connection with all these questions 
comes in the question of lowering the rail- 
road tracks in the center of the city, as 
outlined in The Constitution some months 
ago. With the settlement of the latter 
question may come the settlement of near- 
ly all of the others, together with a settle- 
ment of the vexatious union depot problem. 
The railroad officials now have under con- 
sideration the scheme of lowering the 
tracks and the erection of a new union 
depot on the present site, extending from 
Loyd to Whitehall streets, and a decision 
in the matter will probably be reached in 
the next week or two. The civil engineers 
of the Southern and Nashville, Chatta- 
_hooga and St. Louis railroad companies 
- have examined the plans made by City En- 
sineer Clayton for lowering the tracks and

FACULTY WOULD NOT RELENT 


University Students Made a Strong 
Appeal, but Were Refused. 


THEY PLAY VIRGINIA TEAM TOMORROW 


Then Both Clubs Will Come to At- 
lanta for Two Games Here—Geor- 
gians Are Very Hopeful. 


The University of Georgia baseball row 
developed a new situation yesterday. All 
three games with Virginia will be played 
as scheduled. Thé Georgia team will play 
as the regular university team, and not as 
an independent team. 

This situation was entirely unexpected. 
It had been decided to play the games 
with an independent team, so as to let 
Sanford, Dougherty, Johns and Foster 
participate, they having been ruled out. 

This looked too much like defying the 
faculty for some of the boys, and yester- 
day it was decided to substitute four men 
for the four who were ruled out on account 
of being behind in their studies. 

The captain of the Georgia team re- 
gretted very much to meet the Virginians 
unless he could have his four best men in 
the game, and yesterday another strong 
effort was made to persuade the faculty 
to relent as to the four players until after 
the games with Virginia. This effort was 
unsuccessful. 

The Georgia team, even as made up with 
four substitutes, will make a strong ag- 
gregation, and the Virginians will have a 
hard fight to hold their laurels. The uni- 
versity boys regret very much that San- 
ford and the other three cannot play. 

The petition addressed to the faculty ask- 
ing them to allow the four players who 
had been ruled out to play on the team, 
was largely signed. The faculty refused 
to recede from its position in the follow- 
ing language: 

The rule was enforced with great lenien- 
ey during the first year after its adoption 
because of its novelty, but with the dis- 
tinct understanding that thereafter it would 
be strictly enforced. Such strict enforce- 
ment was necessary in the opinion of the 
faculty in order, 

“First, to encourage the manifestation 

of interest in athletics on the part of all 
studious young men who come to the Uni- 
versity of Georgia to take regular courses 
from their freshmen year to their graduat- 
ing. 
_ to discourage the coming or im- 
portation here of young men who come pri- 
marily not to study, but for the purpose 
of participating in athletics. The faculty 
regrets its inability to grant a petition 80 
courteously worded and presented.” 

Only one thing remained to be done, and 
the ball players decided on that course. 
Captain Price will select four substitutes 
to take the places of the players ruled off 
by the faculty, and with that team will 
meet Virginia in Athens and Atlanta. 
Richardson will pitch two games and Wea- 
ver or Dubose will replace Sanford ip the 
other game. Tichenor will take the place 
of Johns at short. McBrids will go to sec- 
ond in Tichenor’s place. Lovejoy will be 
placed on third in Matthews’s place Du- 
bose will probably take Foster's place in 
left field, and Weaver will go to right fleld 
in Lovejoy’s place.

Boundary Treaty Between Great Britain 
and Venezuela Is Exchanged. 


EXCHANGE PROTOCOLS SIGNED 


Case Has Ended and Arbitrators 
Will Meet and Conclude It. 


Washington, June II.— The final ratifi- 
vation of the boundary treaty between 
Great Britain and Venezuela was ex- 
changed at the state department at 3 o’clock 
this afternoon. Because this exchange of 
ratifications marked the closing chapter in 
the negotiations begun in the last and de- 
ciding phase. almost two years. ago, the 
occasion was marked with some formality. 

The scene was the diplomatic reception 
room in the state department in which the 
original treaty between Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote and Secretary Olney was signed last 
December and where on February 2d last, 
the present treaty was signed by the Brit- 
ish ambassador and the Venezuelan min- 
ister. 

Today there were present in the room, 
Sir Julian, Senor Andrade, the Venezuelan 
minister, and his secretary, Acting Sec- 
retary of State William R. Day, and As- 
sistant Secretary Thomas Cridler, who has 
been instrumental in framing the various 
treaties, protocols and other writings con- 
nected with the treaty. 

What remained to be done was to ex- 
change the copies of the treaties held by 
each party and to sign what is known as 
the exchange protocols. 

For this purpose Senor Andrade brought 
along the same magnificent golden penhold- 
er, with his eagle quill and diamond stud- 
died handle that had been used last Feb- 
ruary to sign the original drafts of the 
treaties, 

This pen is the property of the brother 
of the minister and was made for this 
particular purpose. 

It will be sent to Venezuela now that 
it has fulfilled its function, not to be used 
again but to be preserved as a relic. The 
treaty now becomes binding upon both gov- 
ernmeénts, Great Britain and Venezuela, and 
they must at once begin the preparations 
of the cases to be submitted to the arbitra- 
tors, who will meet in Paris for organiza- 
tion probahly some time next winter. 

With today’s ceremcny the connection 
of the United States government with the 
negotiatiors ceases and the two govern- 
ments will be left to work out the boundary 
dispute to a conclusion, unless there should 
be some totally unexpected interruptions in 
the workings of the machinery which has 
been so carefully prepared to insure a 
settlement of this celebrated case.

MARISTS GET DOWN TO EARNEST WJRK 


They Have Looked Over the Field and 
Discern the Needs of the 
Work. 


The new church for the Catholic parish 
on the north side of the city is now in sight 
and it is probable that not many months 
will elapse before the foundation will be 
laid. The parishioners held a meeting in 
the parlor of the parsonage to consider 
what would be best for their future wel- 
fare, Sunday afternoon. 

Father Keiley was present in the city 
and presided over the meeting. The parlor 
Was crowded and much enthusiasm was 
expressed over the prospects. It was the 
consensus of opinion at the meeting that 
the church is at present located in a bad 
place. The parish takes in that half of 
the city north of Marietta street and Edge- 
wood avenue. 

The church is at present situated on Ma- 


E. } Tietta street, near Jones street, and is ex- 


tremely inconvenient for those parisioners 
who live in other parts of the city, as it 
can be reached by only one car line. It 
was decided that the best plan to pursue 
Was to lease the lot on which the church 
now stands, or if a fair price can be ob- 
tained for it, to dispose of it entirely. 

It was also decided to bulld in a more 
central portion of the city, and with this 
object in view a committee was appoint- 
ed to select and recommend a lot to the 
congregation. This committee consists of 
Father Gibbons, Father Guinan, Dr. J. J. 
Spalding. Captain L. E. O’Keefe, Messrs. 
Joseph Hanlon, Carroll Payne and Mr. 
Guerry. 

Besides these gentlemen every one at the 
meeting was requested to kesp a lookout 
for a suitabl location for the church and 
to notify the committee, should such a 
site be found. The committee will be ready 
to report inside of two weeks, and the 
matter will then be taken up by the congre- 
gation. 

The Catholics in the parish are desirous 
of having a fine church, and every ef- 
fort will be made to have a very handsome 
building. The property which 3 present 
occupied by the church will disposed 
of and the money obtained in this way will 
be used in erecting the new edifice. This 

roperty is very valuable and is in the 

eart of the manufacturing district of that 
part of the city. , 

It has a frontage on Marietta street of 
some 250 or 300 feet and runs back in the 
direction of Luckie street almost as great 
@ distance. It is entirely unencumbered and 
is a good asset in the property of that 
parish. The title to it rests in the bishop 
of the diocese, but he, as well as the parties 
in charge and the parishioners, believe that 
it would be best to make a change, and 
there will, therefore, be no difficulty in 
obtaining his consent to any change of lo- 
cation that might be desired.

the Opening—Prospects of Good 
Crops Help the Grangers. 


New York, June i4.—The upward ten- 
dency was resumed today on the stock 
exchange after rather a short-lived selling 
movement to realize in continuation of 
Saturday’s movement.

As to the immediate future of the mar- 
ket, we do not think the advance is yet 
over. Prices ought to hesitate for a few 
days more and then advance again. At the 
same time, we should be careful as to 
choosing what to buy.

Thongh at Fair Advances. 
SHORTS WERE ACTIVE BUYERS 


Wheat Advanced 1 3-4 to 1 7-8—Corn 
and Oats Were Strong and Ad- 
vanced About 1-2c. 


Chicago, June 14.—All grain and provision 
markets were strong today on a rather 
limited business. Wheat was affected by 
foreign crop reports of a bearish charac- 
ter and dry weather west, the market 
closing at a 1%@l%c advance. Corn and 
oats followed wheat, scoring advances of 
about %c each. Provisions closed 106 Tee 
higher. 

Wheat opened strong and exhibited an 
amount of buoyancy that surprised even 
the bulls themselves. Very high tempera- 
tures ‘were reported to have prevailed 
throughout the northwest yesterday, and 
the present is considered a critical period 
for the crop, for fears of drought dam- 
age were prevalent among shorts. The 
real cause for the opening strength, how- 
ever, and for the sharp advance which 
subsequently followed, was to be found 
in some private cables on the condition 
of the Danubian and Indian crops. A Lon- 
don cable to President Baker contained 
the statement that the damage to crops 
in the Danubian country was not fully 
appreciated, and the estimated shortage 
was at least 25 per cent. July opened at 
69c, but very little could be obtained until 
buyers had advanced their bids to 69%c, 


and it rose to 7c before the excitement 


subsided for a while. In this flurry the 
shorts were active buyers. One peculiar 
feature was the lack of outside trading, 
the market, in fact, being almost entirely 
a local one. Liverpool was unaffected at 
the opening by Saturday’s strength here, 
being quieter without change, and Paris 
at a decline, with hot, forcing weather 
in both England and France. The quan- 
tity of wheat and flour on ocean passage 
decreased 1,120,000 bushels for the week. 
The week’s shipments from all exporting 
countries to Europe were 5,322,000 bush- 
els, compared with 8,346,000 bushels the 
corresponding week of last year. The do- 
mestic visible decreased 1,674,000 bushels, 
against a decrease of 661,000 bushels the 
year before. Chicago receipts were 3 cars. 
Minneapolis and Duluth reported a total 
of 293 cars, compared with 299 last week 
and 616 on the corresponding day of the 
year before. After the market had reach- 
ed 70e for July, holders were more willing 
to let go, and realizing sales caused à 
gradual reaction to 69%c. The market 
turned strong again. Outside markets 
were all exhibiting strength, 2 St. 
Louis. Offerings ceased suddenly, and half 
an hour from the close July had ad- 
vanced to 709606. Offerings became freer 
after that, but prices were well main- 
tained notwithstanding July was selling 
at 70% at the close. 

The corn market was active and strong, 
helped by the strength in wheat and by 
some drought reports from the west. Tue 
increase in trading was also a factor. The 
hot, dry weather caused shorts to cover 
freely, and prices for half an hour atter 
the opeging advanced steadily. Receipts 
amouated to 697 cars. July opened unchang- 
ed at 24%@24%c, advanced to 25%c and re- 
acted to 24%c, where it closed. The visi- 
ble increased 2,621,000 bushels. | 

Oats were quiet and developed no fea- 
tures of interest. The strength was partly 
through sympathy with wheat and corn 
and partly on the hot weather and very 
little rain. The visible supply increased 
327,000 ‘bushels, and local stocks increased 
67,000 bushels. Receipts amounted to 301 
cars. July opened a shade lower at 18, 
and advanced to 18%c. That was the clos- 
ing price. 

Provisions opened weak on the unexpect- 
edly large hog receipts, pork especially 
suffering. The market rallied later on buy- 
ing, led by Cudahy, and a general better 
feeling caused by the advance in grain. 
At the close July pork was about 17%c high- 
er at $7.67%@7.70, July lard 10c higher at 
83.750003. 77½%, and July ribs 12%c higher at

CALLED 100 Soon! 


Ordinary ef Calhoun County Called an 
Election for Twenty Days. 


ONLY TWO UALIFIED VOTERS 


He Should Have Allowed Thirty Days 
for Registration—Attor - 
eral Terrell Sets It Bight. 


— 


Attorney General Terrell has been called 
on to advise the ordinary of Calhoun coun- 
ty In a peculiar case. The case deals with 
the election laws of the state and contains 
some very interesting points. 

The ordinary wrote to Colonel Terrell 
stating that some time since a petition was 
filed with him asking that he order an 
election on the stock law. The petition was 
filed and published as the law directs and 
the election was ordered to take place 
within fifteen days as is required by the 
code. 

Immediately after the election ‘was or- 
dered the registrars met for the purpose of 
preparing a list of the registered voters. At 
this point in the proceedings an unexpected 
obstacle arose. 

The law directs that only those who have 
registered between January Ist, and twenty 
days before the election be placed on the 
list of voters. The books were closed when 
the order calling the election was signed. In 
making out the list the registrars found 
that only two persons were so registered 
and neither of those a freeholder. 

This being the case, if the election is held 
at the time prescribed in the order there 
can be only two voters and the election will 
necessarily have to be held by persons who 
cannot vote, the law requiring managers 
to be freeholders. 

Colonel Terrell considered the case and 
answered the ordinary, holding that the 
provision in the registration law for a 
special period of registration for thirty 
days commencing fifty days and ending 
twenty days before the election, repealed 
by implication so much of the code as was 
in conflict therewith. 

For that reason he holds that the election 
should be ordered to take place in not less 
than fifty days from the date of the order 
calling for the election. 

The ordinary will follow Colonel Ter- 
rell’s opinion in the matter and the order 
calling for the election to be held fifteen 
deys from the date of issuance will be 
revoked, Another order will be issued and 
— will pP Wide for the special registra- 

on. 


No complications are likely to arise over 
the first order for the election and the 
election will probably be held in accord- 
ance with the last order. 


HE AIDED AN OFFICER. 


PREDICAMENT OF KETCHUM FOR 
ASSISTING IN AN ARREST. 


One Man Has Assaulted Him and An- 
other Has Threatenel To Do So. 
Interesting Case in Court. 


J. I. Ketchum, who runs a store on De- 
catur street. is one man who claims to 
have enough of assisting an officer in 
making an arrest. Saturday afternoon Pa- 
trolman Dobbins arrested Ed Ficken, a 
young man who also does business on De- 
catur street. The patrolman called upon 
Ketchum to assist him and Ketchum did 
80. 

Yesterday morning Ketchum and Ficken 
met and there was a scrap, but just what 
took place is told in different ways by 
the parties concerned. Ketchum made the 
following statement in the recorder’s court 
yesterday afternoon: 

„was asked to help the officer, and 
as the law required me to do so, I aided 
him to hold Ficken. Since then Ficken 
and another young man, who is said to 
be his friend, have threatened to whip me. 
This morning Ficken came to my store and 
s2id he intended to thrash me. I remarked 
that there was no better time than now, 
and he struck me in the face with his fist. 
I called a police officer and had him ar- 
rested. I don’t think I should be treated 
in such a way because I helped the officer, 
when if I hadn’t done so, 1 would have 
had a case made against me.’’ 

Ficken said that he went by Ketchum’s 
store to buy a cabbage and as he was 
passing Ketchum made some remark and 
called hima pupey; He couldn't well take 
such an insu and he struck him. Ket- 
chum cursed and kicked him, inflicting an 
injury about the body. The recorder fined 
Ficken $10 and costs and dismissed the 
case against Ketchum. A warrant has 
been sworn out against Ficken for assault 
and battery. 


LANDED IN JONESBORO JAIL. 


Negro Who Came Near Being Lynched 
Is Jailed. 

Henry Simpson, the regro charged with 
the assault upon Mrs. Alvin Turner, in 
Clayton county, was not lynched yesterday. 
Several armed officers carried the negro 
from the scene of the alleged assault to 
Jonesboro, where he was placed in jail. 

When the negro was first arrested and 
identified as the guilty party by means of 
his hat, which was found lying by the 
bedside of his victim, the people in the 
vicinity of Selina, where the outrage occur- 
red, rcse up in anger and talk of lynch- 
ing was freely indulged in. The law-abid- 
ing sentiment of the people of Clayton final- 
ly prevailed and it was decided to allow the 
law to take its course. 

The negro was hurriedly carried away to 
Jonesboro, before any organized effort 
could be made to lyncn him. The officers 
who had charge of him were not molested 
on their way to the jail. 

The evidence against the negro is very 
strong. Mrs. Turner, on whom the assault 
was made, said that she could not recognize 
her assailant on account of the darkness. 
She thought he could be identified by means 
of marks on his face, which she said she 
made in her struggles to free herself from 
his grasp. The negro Simpson was caught 
and the scratches on his face were the first 
things noticed. Then the hat found by the 
bedside has been positively identified as 
being the property of the negro. 

Simpson is said to be wanted in Ala- 
bama on a charge of a similar nature to 
the present. Mrs. Turner is prostrated and 
may die.
